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2000 Show Season 
In Review 


¢ There was a considerable difference 
in placings between various shows. The 
time span from August to November did 
play a part. There were some consistent 
placings and some different placings 
which could have been more acceptable 
had the judges done a better job explain- 
ing their reasons orally. 


¢ Never before has it been so clear that 
we need state and national show judges 
who have experience working with large 
classes and who can communicate ef- 
fectively by giving clear, precise reasons 
for each and every class. We need to give 
careful consideration to the = we 
choose and be mindful of the image they 


are presenting for our ede: 


e In the seven shows that | saw 
this year, | found the placings to 
be acceptable and give the judges 
a rating from 8 to 9. Many of the 
oral reasons | heard from these 
people were unacceptable, so | 
give them a rating of 5 to 7 for rea- 
sons. Oral reasons are a critical 
part of show placings. We need to 
select judges who excel in this 
area. 


¢ Overall the quality of the cattle at 
Madison and Louisville were compa- 
rable. The emphasis is shifting towards 
Madison because of the extreme expo- 
sure we get there. This is where we can 
do our breed building and where we 
must put our best foot forward. 


¢ The last show we went to this year 
was the Royal Agriculture Winter Fair 
in Toronto, Canada. It was a nice show. 
The winning animals were comparable 
to our best animals. Bonnie did a very 
acceptable job as the judge of the Guern- 
sey show. I was pleased to hear people 
comment that they could follow her 
placings and that her reasons were ef- 
fective. 


Callumiea Keane Hilda

some beautiful animals from a few of 


our bulls. 

Anyone who went to a national show 
had to admire Callumlea Keane Hilda, 
an intermediate yearling sired by Land 
of Living V Keane.

ik year 2000 lived up to its bill- 
ing with many exciting events, a 
fantastic market for registered 
dairy cattle, and of course, some com- 
puter glitches. The Guernsey year in re- 
view: 

Registrations will almost certainly sur- 
pass the 6,000 mark this year after dip- 
ping below that number in 1999. We 
have had a record number of Genetic 
Recovery applications, and breeders saw 
new incentives to keep their animals registered through the increased 
value of registered cattle in the marketplace. Even the registrations 
in October, after milk prices had really begun to drop, were the best 
for that month in six years. Sale after sale exposed the exceptional 
demand for our superior registered cattle that are meeting the de- 
mands of the dairy marketplace. 

During a beautiful, sunny national convention week in June, a 
Bonnie Mohr Guernsey painting was unveiled, a book outlining the 
recent history of the Guernsey breed was published with fascinat- 
ing photos and revealing stories from the past 100 years, and a mile- 
stone was reached when the second consecutive National Conven- 
tion Sale recorded a $3,000+ average. This further emphasized the 
fact that Guernseys are in demand, and new and old breeders alike 
can benefit from the strong interest in the high milk components 
that Guernseys provide. The Pennsylvania Convention was an ex- 
citing four days of Guernsey enthusiasm channeled through every- 
one in attendance. 

Many new faces appeared in the breed this year. The most vis- 
ible were those who chose to participate in the show ring. And, 
there will be many new names in the All-American and Jr. All- 
American book this year. However, there were just as many who 
added Guernseys to their herds in 2000 by buying a group of bred 
heifers, cows or embryos. Several embryo sales from early 2000 
have resulted in Guernsey heifers born into herds where there were 
previously none. The list of names is too long to mention, but our 
congratulations go out to those who began working with registered 
Guernseys for the first time this year. We hope that your herds will 
grow along with your enthusiasm for Guernseys. 

The patience of every breeder has been appreciated as we make 
the transition to the new record-keeping software here in the AGA 
office. Several reports are still not able to be completed until the 
new software is fully functional, a process that is still ongoing with 
greater urgency every day. I am confident that you will be pleased 
with the results once it becomes fully operational. 

What do we have to look forward to in the next year? 

While milk prices are depressingly low throughout the country, 
take solace in the fact that you are milking Guernseys, cows that 
earn you a premium over the milk from an average milk cow. 

2001 will bring a group of proven “Enhancer” and “Goliath” sons, 
many of whom will hopefully graduate to the active A.I. list. The 
“Enhancers” have been much anticipated for their high milk and 
outstanding udders. The “Goliaths” hold equal promise for the 
breed, as their sire is world reknown for high components and shal- 
low udders. Both of these groups of sons should provide traits that 
have been in demand from breeders throughout the country and the 
world.

changes are worth noting. First of all, 
anew bull that is making a few waves 
across the country is Sherma Enhancer 
Rosies Nitro, the first “Enhancer” son to get 
a proof. “Nitro’s” initial proof lists him at 
+1,056 milk and a final score of +2.1. One 
daughter, owned by the Gary Bymers Fam- 
ily of Marshfield, Wisconsin, placed third 
in the strong junior 2-year-old class at NGS- 
Madison. The “Nitro” daughters are tall and 
dairy with high, wide rear udders. “Nitro” 
was not placed on the active list this time, 
but look for him to appear in the future af- 
ter he adds a few more daughters to his type 
proof. If this is any sign of what is to come 
from the “Enhancer” sons, we could be in 
for a lot of excitement in the coming year. 
Another change worth noting is the im- 
provement of Rozelyn Pat Mar Jay Glacier 
on type. With the addition of several daugh- 
ters, “Glacier” improved 0.2 points for fi- 
nal score and more importantly, became the 
only bull in the top 10 on the active A.I. list 
to be shallow for udder depth. This ranks 
him fourth in the breed for udder depth. It 
has been quite some time since we have 
had the luxury of a shallow uddered bull in 
the top 10. “Glacier’s” daughter yield de- 
viations also continue to outperform his 
parent average and his PTAs. 
I am starting to see second crop daugh- 
ters of several bulls that have been on the

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t Coulee Crest Farm in Cashton, 

Wisconsin, the decision to increase 

he size and scale of their operation 
was made to stay competitive in the dairy 
industry in the future and to generate more 
income so two generations could operate the 
farm. Though a majority of the expansion 
has taken place in recent years, the process 
actually began years ago. 

Donald Peterson’s father started Coulee 
Crest Farm in 1930 with the purchase of a 
175-acre farm and a herd of grade Guern- 
seys. Over the next five decades, many 
changes took place to make the farm more 
efficient and profitable. 

In 1947, a 40-stall state-of-the-art barn 
was built and a gutter cleaner was installed 
six years later. While Don was in his junior 
year of high school, his father developed a 
heart condition and relied on Don to sup- 
ply a majority of the labor load and man- 
agement decisions of the farm. “I then set 


as a goal to achieve higher production per 
cow without sacrificing cost of production 
and loss of efficiency by monitoring all de- 
Don said. 


tails, including the minor ones,” 

Upon graduation 
from high school in 
1958, Don took the 
first step towards ac- 
complishing _ his 
goals by setting the 
herd up on DHIA 
testing. This led to 
the farm upgrading 
from Grade B cans to 
Grade A bulk ship- 
ping after they had 
convinced four other 
farmers to buy bulk tanks to justify starting 
the first bulk truck route in their area. 

As time continued, so did the progres- 
sion of the farm. In 1964, Don took over 
ownership of the farm by purchasing the 
farm, cattle, machinery and real estate from 
his father. In 1967, he married Dorothy, and

together they worked to upgrade their 40 
head of Guernseys from grade level to reg- 
istered. To accomplish this goal, the 
Petersons used the American Guernsey 
Association’s Genetic Recovery Program, 
and they purchased the top 
animals at sales. “Together 
we attended dispersal sales, 
local, state and national con- 
signment sales to move our 
grades to the registered 
level,” Donald said. “The 
process was to select the best 
cows that day and plan on 
buying only them or none. 
We used money from the sale 
of milk and culling of grade 
cows, borrowing money only 
if needed for short term.” 
“By improving type and increasing pro- 
duction, the AGA Genetic Recovery Pro- 
gram helped us to gain registration num- 
bers much faster.” At the time, it was re- 
ported by Max Dawdy that Coulee Crest 
Farm had the most animals in the program. 
As the number of registered animals on the 
farm increased, the 
Petersons began to 
show at local shows, 
then state shows and 
later national shows. 
The showing of their 
animals has resulted in 
as many as 10 AIll- 
American nominees ina 
year for two consecutive 
years. 
In the early '70s, the 
farm continued its ex- 
pansion. The milking herd increased to 60- 
65 animals, and they added 40 acres of land. 
By the end of the '70s, they rented 160 more 
acres for feed and cash crop purposes, and 
by the end of the '80s, they brought their 
total land holdings up to 300 acres by pur- 
chasing 80 acres of the rented land.

Detail 


After graduating from college, Don and 
Dorothy’s son, Kurt, returned to the farm 
in 1997. In the first year, 25 more cows were 
added to the herd, and much time was spent 
planning further expansion. In 1998, they 
converted the comfort stall barn to a 20-stall 
milking parlor with a 10-unit automatic take 
off swing-type milking system. They also 
converted two pole barns to free stall hous- 
ing and purchased a new bulk tank to ac- 
commodate more animals and higher milk 
production. It was at this time that their mar- 
keting of animals and milk paid off. “Be- 
cause of more milk income and selling 
‘Magic Show’s’ first bull at World Dairy 
Expo, no money was borrowed for these two 
major improvements,” Don said. 

On the verge of a new millennium, the 
expansion phase was nearly complete. In 
1999, they built a new free stall barn and 
put an addition on the existing free stall barn 
which gave the farm the ability to house 200 
milk COWS 
These new fa- 
cilities utilized 
slatted floor sec- 
tions for liquid 
manure with a 
gravity flow to 
earthen storage. 
This lagoon is 
emptied twice a 
year by custom 
haulers, which 
eliminates the 
need to haul ma- 
nure daily. In 2000, they added more calf 
hutches to handle the increased offspring 
and built a permanent barn with one side 
open to the south for the summer with a side 
curtain to close during the winter. To com- 
plete the remodeling of the buildings, the 
Petersons are now gathering plans for a dry 
cow and freshening barn. 

“To hold production costs down, we 
evaluated the history and current state of 
all areas and noticed that the feed inputs 
have inflated the least,” Don explained. 
“Therefore, we manage our operation by 
buying some of the feed, hiring custom 
planting, harvesting and manure hauling.” 
This gives Don and Kurt more time to pay 
greater attention to the animals and saves 
costs by eliminating the need for full-time 
employees outside of the family labor force. 

Attention to detail is a key to the success 
at Coulee Crest Farm. The farm uses a 
monthly herd health program and incorpo- 
rates scheduled herd hoof care. To make 
sure the animals are consuming the proper 
nutrients, the Petersons use dairy nutrition 
software and get assistance from a dairy 
specialist. 
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The breeding program at the farm is an- 
other area where the Petersons continue to 
strive for success. The farm uses 100 per- 
cent A.I. for their breeding, with an occa- 
sional clean-up bull. 

Don has performed all A.I. service in the 
herd since taking the class in 1979 at the 
Graham School in Kansas. “I try to use 
sires that have a good balance of produc- 
tion and type,” Don said. Sires that they 
are currently using include “Option”, 
“Poker”, “Luxury”, “Valiant”, “Royal Oak” 
and “Raptor”. 

They incorporate approximately 35 per- 
cent young sires in their breeding program 
including those through Dairybelt Guern- 
sey Sires, the young sires from the “Show” 
family and a few select others. “I feel that 
the daughters of the young sires are usu- 
ally at least average, if not above average, 
even if that particular bull never makes the 
active list,” Don said. “In addition, it is 
always exciting to have a good first crop 
daughter out of a new proven sire.” An ex- 
ample of this at Coulee Crest is two 
“Poker” 2-year-olds that are milking over 
19,000 pounds of milk with one projected 
over 1,000 pounds of butterfat. 

The breeding program and great atten- 
tion to the animals in the herd has resulted 
in over 40 cows that were bred or devel- 
oped by the Petersons that have scored Ex- 


cellent, with the highest receiving a score of 


94. 

The merchandising aspect of the dairy in- 
dustry became a factor at Coulee Crest Farm 
with the purchase of Forhar Magic Show at 
the 1995 World Dairy Expo Sale. At the time, 
she was a 10-month-old calf, and they 
flushed her two months after the purchase. 
This proved effective for the Petersons as 
the results netted a son, “Storm”, who was 
syndicated in the 1997 World Dairy Expo 


Sale, and three “Enhancer” daughters, of 


which all are currently in the top 20 on the 
High CPI List. The use of embryo flushing 
on this family, including the flushing of fe- 
male offspring as virgin heifers, has greatly 
increased the offspring of the “Show” fam- 
ily. So far, the Petersons have gained 13 fe- 
male and 9 male descendants of this family 
with pregnancies by “Luxury”, “Royal Oak” 
and “Poker” still due. “This success has made 
a tremendous impact of the merchandising 
of animals,” Don said. “We have been able 
to routinely sell heifers from this family at 
national sales while still retaining enough 
female offspring to continue the family.” 
They have also sent five bulls out of “Magic 
Show” and three bulls out of Coulee Crest 
Enhancer Snow-ET to A.I. 

The Petersons hope to continue to flush 
their top animals and use their grade Hol- 
stein heifers as recipients for their Guern- 


seys. “This will help increase our Guernsey 
numbers, improve our overall herd genet- 
ics and further strengthen our merchandis- 
ing program,” Don said. 

Coulee Crest Farm is headed in the right 
direction for the future. By setting realistic 
goals and discussing plans thoroughly, Don 
believes that his experience, coupled with 
Kurt’s knowledge of technology, manage- 
ment ideas and business approach, has kept 
the expansion planning on course. The fu- 
ture of the dairy industry is ever-changing, 
so new goals and objectives are continu- 
ously evaluated at the farm to carry the suc- 


cess to the next generation. a __|

University and earned his medical degree 
from the Ohio State University Medical 
School. During WWII, he was a captain in 
the U.S. Army Medical Corps, serving for 
four years and seeing duty overseas in the 
Persian Gulf Command. 

When he returned from overseas, Dr. 
Brown was stationed briefly at Fort Belvoir, 
near Washington D.C., where he met his 
future wife, Emily Campbell of Mansfield, 
Georgia. They were married in 1946. 

As did his parents, grandparents and great 
grandparents, Dr. Brown operated Brownlez 
Farm in Richland County. The farm is on 
land homesteaded in 1819 by his great 
grandfather, Robert Brown, a Scottish-Irish 
immigrant. At Brownlea Farm, he enjoyed 
raising purebred Guernsey cattle. His 
Guernsey herd had the distinction of being 
the number one Bangs accredited herd in 
Ohio. One of the really great cows that was 
bred by Dr. Brown was Brownlea Ideal 
Miss. She was sold to Raemelton Dairy 


where she was developed and was one of 


the good brood cows in the Raemelton herd. 

One of Dr. Brown’s greatest joys was tak- 
ing his three sons and their young friends 
to Cleveland Stadium for Indians games. 
These trips began when the journey from 
Mansfield to Cleveland still had to be made 


on Route 42. During the many dreary years 
of Indians baseball, Dr. Brown would often 
describe the return from those outings as “a 
long trip home". A devoted lifelong fan, 
nevertheless, Dr. Brown bragged at the 1995 
World Series that he was one of the few 
people who had attended every Cleveland 
World Series appearance in 1920, 1948, 
1954 and 1995. He kept his perfect record 
intact by attending the 1997 World Series 
at Jacobs Field. 

Dr. Brown is survived by his wife of 53 
year, Emily; their three sons, Robert of 
Shaker Heights, Charles III of Washington 
D.C. and Sherrod of Lorain; and four grand- 
daughters, Emily, Elizabeth, Tara and 
Marcia Grace.
